HOKRID CONSPIRACY. 


From the Charleflon State Gazette of the 22d ultimo. 


On Tuelday, the 1gth inf, the imtendant received cer- 
tain wlormation of a confpiracy of feveral French negroes 
to Fire the city, and to aét here as they had formerly done 
at St. Domingo. As the dilcovery did not implicate more 
than ten or fifteen perfons, and the information firlt given 
was not fo complete as to Charge all the ringleaders, the iu- 
tendant delayed taking any meatures for their apprehen- 
fion vnul the plan fhould be more matuied, and their guilt 
more clotcly afeertamed; butthe plot having been ¢om- 
nianicated to perfons on whofe tecrecy the city magiftiaies 
could not depend, they found themfelves obliged on Sa- 
turday laft, to apprehend @ number of negroes, and among 
others the following charged (together wih another noi 
yer taken) as the ringleaders, viz Figaro, the property of 
Robinet; Jean Louis, the property of Mr. Lagftati; Figa 
ro the younger, the property ot Mi. Delaire; and Capeile, 
the property Of ----.- 
~On examination, they all at firft pofrively denied their 
knowledge or concern in the plotg but the younger Figaro, 


efter foe timie, made a partial confeflzom, and was admit-f" 


ted an evidence on the part of the fate. The others were 
ou Monday brought to trial, in the city hall, before as re- 
fpe€table acourt aud jury as we ever remember to have 
feen convened. A number of perfons were examined, 
aad fully proved the guilt of the prifoners ; and the court on 
marae confderation, unanimoully condemned Figato, fen. 
and Jean Louis, to be hung, aud Capelle and Figaro the 
younger to be tranfported. The reft who were apprehend- 
ed are under confiuement for further examination, 

After the condemnation of Jean Louis, he turned to the 
two Figaro’s and faid, “ I do not blame the whites, tho 
1 foffer, they have done right, but it ig you who have 
biought me co this trouble.”
